The arrest of the Cleveland suspect

that the slaying was done by a man 
who, was alleged to have stolen a fiord 
coupe in Atlanta, Ga. 
Deputy Sheriff Poole worked 
on 
the theory for sometime, keeping in 
touch with the police of Atlanta, Ga., 
and other cities. The Ford coupe in 
question was sai dto have been stol­ 
en from an Atlanta drive-it-yourself 
station.

FOUR MEET DEATH 


AFTER BOOZE SPREE 


Tarter Alleged to Have 
Fired On Others and 
Then Killed Self 


(Associated Press) 
HOUSTON, Texas, June 7.-Jeal- 
ousy, fanned by a prolonged drinking 
spree, is said by police to have been 
responsible for four deaths early to­ 
day in a Houston suburban residence, 
with a fifth fatality expected. 
Two white men and a negro woman 
also were wounded in the shooting. 
R. Bob Tarter, Port Arthur, Texas, 
a steward on the freighter Brush, tied 
up in the Houston ship channel, is 
charged by eye witnesses, as the 
slayer. Tartar’s body was found some 
three hours after he had run amuck 
in the house in which a party was in 
progress, a pistol near his body. 
In addition to Tarter the dead are: 
Mrs. Edna Myl&m, about 38,* at 
whose home the shooting took place; 
A. J. Lationlais, 31, Houston; Johnnie 
Domming, Port Arthur, Texas. 
William Sonnier, 35, Port Arthur, 
is in a hospital in a critical condi­ 
tion and no hope is held far his re­ 
covery, hospital attendants said. His 
jugular vein was pierced by a .82 
caliber bullet. 
Anderson Beckman, 22, Port Ar­ 
thur, was shot through 
the 
right 
thigh. 
A negro woman, Cora Robinson, of 
Beaumont, was shot through the leg. 
Ambulance drivers found her half a 
mile from the scene of the shooting. 
According to Beckman’s story to 
authorities he went to the My lam 
home Sunday afternoon to drink some 
beer. Later, he said, Tarter came in, 
followed by Domming and Sonnier. 
“Tarter left the room,” Beckman 
said, “Edna (Mrs. Mylam) and Don­ 
ning sat together. When Bob (Tar­ 
ter) returned to the room, he drew a 
gun and started shooting at Donning. 
Donning fell and Tarter shot Edna. 
She fell and as Sonnier tried to run, 
he was shot down. 
Alex Lationlais 
jumped up and was shot, falling over 
Sonnier. 
“I ran out the back yard and was 
trying to get my car out of the back 
yard when Donning ran out tnat way, 
calling for his mother. 
“I went back after him and was 
trying to carry him to the car when 
Tarter came to the back door and 
started shooting. 
I got shot in the 
leg. 
Then we 
both 
fell 
to the 
ground.” 
Police and sheriff’s deputies were 
summoned by neighbors who heard the 
shooting and upon being told 
that 
Tarter did the shooting, search was 
instituted in the ship channel area. 
The report and flash of a pistol shot 
led the officers to a pier where Tar- 
ter’s body was found, the weapon

death on charges of attempted deser­ 
tion.

WASHINGTON, June 7—American 
Consul Keeley at Damascus, has been 
instructed to use his good offices in 
an endeavor to secure defense coun­ 
sel for Bennett J. Doty of Memphis, 
Tenn., charged with desertion from 
the French Foreign Legion. 
A dim ray of hope that he may es­ 
cape the death penalty is seen by 
Washington government officials in 
French military regulations, which 
require approval by the minister of 
war before the execution can 
tal e 
place. 
Doty, the only American in 
the 
French Foreign Legion, in the des­ 
perate war 
which the Druse tribes­ 
men was known to the Legion only as 
•Gilbert Clare.” 
He was cited 
for 
bravery in the battle of Suida. 
Doty joined the Legion for adven­ 
ture and served in Morroco before be­ 
ing sent to Syria. 
Recently advices to his father stat­ 
ed young Doty led a little^ group of 
ten membra of the Legion in a mu­ 
tiny. 
In the world war, Doty was a mem­ 
ber of Battery G., 116th field artil­ 
lery In the brigade of tlje Gld Hick­ 
ory” division, over which Brigadier 
General L. D. Tyson had command. 
General Tyson, now United Skates 
senator from Tennessee, is moving in 
the youth’s behalf. 
Other Southern 
senators joined him. 
Lemuel Doty, the boy’s father, 
a 
lawyer, of Memphis, and Biloxi, Miss, 
has appealed to the French officials 
in New Orleans. 


DAMASCUS 
Syria, 
June 7—An 
American, giving his name as ‘Gilbert 
Clare’ of Memphis, Tenn., a member 
of the French Foreign Legion, is held 
in prison here on a charge of deser­ 
tion and rebellion. 
Clare arrived at Damascus 
last 
night under a strong military guard. 
The prisoner belongs to a company of 
the column of General Andreas, which 
advanced to Suida last week. 
The French military 
authorities 
state that Clare engaged in an alter­ 
cation wth his sergeant and then de­ 
serted with five of the members of 
the Legion. Clare and his party were 
surrounded by French troops and were 
captured after an exchange of shots 
in which no one was injured. 
An investigation into 
the 
case, 
which still is continuing, wag order­ 
ed last Friday. Clar© will be tried 
by courtmartial at Damascus as soon 
as the proper papers have been drawn 
up, which will be within ten days. 
If Clare is sentenced to death, the 
papers in the case will be sent to Paris 
for the signature of Minister of War 
Painleve, without which no courtmar­ 
tial sentence in the French army can 
be executed. 
In any case the American will not 
face a firing squad 
before 
three 
weeks or a month, if he should be 
sentenced to death a t all.

Use the names, 
you have learned through advertisements, that stand 
for the product that means most to you and most to 
everybody.'
